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THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURN 


Tue Board of Trade returns for the past month are 
rather more favourable than were the returns for July, 
but at the same time the falling-off as compared with 
last year is so general and decided, as to afford but little 
confirmation of any recent development in trade. The 
imports amounted to 28,957,0001, or 654,000/ less than in 
the same month of 1884, this decrease being equal to 
about 2} per cent. This shrinkage, which is not very im- 
portant, is mainly due to smaller arrivals of food products, 
and of raw textile materials. In view of our very large 
importations of cereal produce to date, and with prices 
declining, a diminution under this head is to be expected. 
Our exports of home produce in August were valued at 
18,495,000/ which is 1,307,000/, or about 6} per cent. less 
than in the same period of last year, but this loss, although 
heavy, is smaller than that recorded during several past 
months. This month’s decrease is chiefly to be found under 
the two great heads of the textile and the metal trades, 
The former is discouraging, but the latter becomes less 
unfavourable upon analysis. Asa whole, the returns are 
somewhat undecided in character; on the one hand, 
they are less unfavourable than they have been, but, on 
the other hand, they fail to indicate a distinct change for

The decrease in our imports under the head of textile 
materials is chiefly due to the much smaller arrivals of 
cotton, but this will be remedied later on, since the 
United States crop, which will soon be coming to hand, is 
reported to be a large one. The imports of flax and hemp 
exhibit a heavy decrease, especially the former, but 
this is simply swinging back from a few months ago, 
when the Afghan frontier question looked very threat- 
ening, and shipments were hurried forward. The new crop 
of jute has been coming forward more freely, but the figures 
below reflect the decline in prices which has occurred, 
The receipts of wool are larger, but silk exhibits a further 
heavy shrinkage in both quantity and value. Most of the 
metals, with the exception of lead and copper, have come 
forward in much larger quantities, but, with the exception 
of tin, values have not risen in proportion. As regards 
copper, the decrease is largely due to a great diminution 
in the supplies of ore received from the United States, 
although the arrivals of regulus and precipitate from the 
same quarter continue to increase. Other leading articles 
imported for use in sundry trades have all arrived 
in larger quantities. In the case of caoutchouc, the value 
shows a marked rise, while in tallow there is a heavy drop. 
Amongst articles of food and drink, the chief movements 
are a heavy shrinkage in the receipts of live stock, cereal 
produce, and cheese, and a considerable increase in the 
arrivals of tea. «The latter has no importance, since 
the new crop is now coming in, and a few days, 
difference in the arrival of one or two cargoes 
would make all the difference. The decrease in the live 
stock imports is to be found under all heads, but it ma 
be noted that our receipts of cattle from the United 
States have considerably diminished, while those from 
Canada have again risen, making a total increase in the 
Canadian receipts for eight months of 165,000. The 
diminution in wheat is solely due to smaller arrivals from 
the American Atlantic ports. Australasia still continues 
to ship wheat freely, the total value for the eight 
months being 1,463,000/, against 1,297,000/ in 1884. The 
movements in sugar have been unimportant. Recent

THE GROWTH OF INDIAN TRADE. 


Ons of the most interesting sections of the newly-issued 
decennial report upon “the moral and material pro 

and condition of India” is that which deals with the 
growth of the foreign trade. This section, like all the 
rest of the report, is somewhat out of date, its figures 
being brought down only to the end of March, ‘1883. But 
while, for this reason, it throws little light upon the 
present condition of Indian trade, it shows clearly what 
progress that trade has made in the past. Beginning 
with the year 1842-3, we have the following statement, 
showing the value and general composition of the imports 
and exports at five decennial periods :—

In fact, the trade in grain, as 
well as in jute and oil-seeds, may be said to have been 
created within the last twenty years.”

Here the greatest percentage increase is in the imports 
of oils, the growth under this head being mainly in 
kerosine oil from the United States, the imports of which 
increased from about three million gallons in 1878-9 to 
twenty million gallons in 1882-3. Measured by the 
magnitude of the transactions, however, much the greatest 
growth amongst the imports is shown in cotton manufac- 
tures and metals. In the exports, the great feature is the 
rapid development of the wheat trade, the value of the 
wheat shipments in 1882-3 being about 7} times greater 
than in 1873-4, although in the interval prices had fallen. 
In the other agricultural staples, such as seeds, rice, tea, 
and jute, there has also been a great expansion ; and the 
growth in the exports of cotton and jute goods is note- 
worthy, as indicating that in several branches of manu- 
facture as well marked progress is being made. 

Next as to the distribution of the trade, we have the

In 1873-4, the total trade of India 
with the United Kingdom (including both imports and 
exports) amounted to 56,736,660/, or 61:25 per cent. of 
the aggregate foreign trade. In 1882-3 the trade with 
the United Kingdom had risen to 81,770,117/, but the 
proportion to the total had fallen to 55°31 per cent. The 
change is yet more marked if the imports and exports are 
separated. In 1873-4, the imports from the United 
Kingdom amounted to 28,904,389/, being 77°24 per cent. 
of the total imports; in 1882-3, they had risen to 
46 ,149,6331, or by 59 per cent., but the proportion to the 
total had fallen to 72°55 per cent. In 1873-4, the exports 
to the United Kingdom amounted to 28,832,281/, being 
50°73 per cent. of the total exports; in 1882-3, they had 
risen to 35,620,484, or by 24 per cent., but the proportion 
to the total had fallen to 42°21 per cent. The main 
cause of this relative decline in the trade of India with 
the United Kingdom is the opening of the Suez Canal, 
which has tended to diminish the importance of London 
as a central mart of Eastern produce. The ports in the 
Mediterranean first felt the advantage of the new route, 
but no European country has advanced so rapidly as 
regards Indian trade in the last few years as Belgium. 
Egypt, Malta, and Gibraltar have also grown into im- 
portance in the returns of Indian exports, as places of call 
for which steamers clear, to be subsequently ordered to 
any European port where their cargoes may be wanted. 
As regards imports into India from the countries on the 
Continent of Europe, the increase during the past ten 
years is comparatively insignificant, except in the case of 
treasure, which is now shipped in considerable amounts from 
Italy and Austria. In the above table the countries have 
been arranged geographically. If, however, they are 
divided into British possessions and foreign countries, the 
preponderance of the trade of India with British possessions 
is rendered very marked, for British possessions include 
Hong Kong (where three-fourths of the trade with China 
is concentrated), the Straits Settlements, Ceylon, Austra- 
lasia, and Mauritius. In 1873-4 the trade of India with 
British possessions (excluding treasure), amounted to 
71,383,9451, or 82°43 per cent. of the total ; in 1882-3 the 
the trade with British possessions amounted to 99,698,603/, 
or 74°73 per cent. of the total; but this relative decline is 
entirely in exports. In imports from British possessions 
the actual increase in the ten years is from 28,625,146/ to 
45,868,3981, and the relative increase is from 90°52 to 
91:73 per cent. In the exports to British possessions, 
while there is an actual increase from 44,758,7991 to 
53,830,205, there is a relative decrease from 81°38 to 
64°30 per cent. 





THE FOREIGN TRADE OF EGYPT. 


We have received from the Ministry of Finance at Cairo 
the annual report of Mr Caillard, the Director-General of 
Egyptian Customs, which gives a very complete analysis 
of the foreign trade of the country compared with previous 
years. An important modification in the method of 
collecting the import and export statistics was adopted in 
1884, which certainly renders the results much more 
trustworthy than they were before. Until the present 
year, it appears the imports and exports have been 
classified according to the flag of the vessel in which they 
have been transported ; thus all merchandise carried by 
the Austrian-Lloyds from Trieste or Brindisi to an 
Egyptian port has been entered as Austrian, Swiss and 
Belgian merchandise passing through Marseilles has 
been entered as French, and similarly with regard to 
vessels flying the British flag, which have, of course, 
carried other goods than those of English manufacture. 
Hence the present system, which takes no regard of the 
flag, but distinguishes the country, is a great improvement 
upon the old fallacious one. But, unfortunately, all com- 
parisons are more or less vitiated by the change, since it 
was obviously impossible to recast the figures for preced- 
ing years. As will be seen below, despite the hindrances 
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to trade during the past year, which are so well known as 
to render unnecessary any enumeration, the foreign trade 
of Egypt has been fairly well maintained as compared 
with 1883, aithough the figures are still somewhat below 
those of the normal years prior to 1882. But if we make 
allowance for the great shrinkage in prices, it is probable 
that the volume of business is now larger than it was, say, 
three years ago. The imports decreased last year about 
{ per cent., but this was set-off by an almost exactly 
similar increase in the exports. The following are the

Of the imports, the most important item is that of 
cotton goods, which exhibits a considerable shrinkage as 
compared with last year, but here, as elsewhere, we find 
concurrently with a diminution in this respect, an increase 
in the imports of yarn, In woollen goods a decided 
Increase is observable, but all the other leading 
categories have fallen off during the past year. On the 
other side of the account, the exports of cotton have 
increased largely, but cotton-seed, beans, wheat, and 
sugar are all lower. The following figures show the

The largest proportion of Egyptian trade is done with 
England. Of the imports, we supply 384 per cent., and 
we take 673 per cent. of the exports. Turkey ranks next 
to England, and after Turkey comes France and Austro- 
Hungary, but the percentages taken by other countries 
are extremely small. Our commercial interestsin Egypt, 
it is generally known, far outweigh those of all other 
countries put together ; but it is rather peculiar to see the 
comparatively small amount of French trade—not much 
greater than that of Austro-Hungary. The figures in 
detail are given below, and those for the current year are 
presumably correct ; but as we have said before, any com- 
parison with preceding years is fallacious. Judging by the 
look of the figures, however, the rough system formerly 
followed yielded results approximating to the truth :—

THE CATTLE INTEREST IN THE UNITED 


STATES. 


Tue annual report of Mr Nimmo, the Chief of the 
Bureau of Statistics at Washington, is mainly devoted 
this year to the range and ranche cattle business of the 
United States. The report is of special interest to those 
who are connected with the numerous ranche companies 
that have been formed here, and those who have embarked 
in these enterprises will find in it valuable information 
affecting their property. A much wider circle, however, 
will be interested in Mr Nimmo’s general review of “ the 
growth and magnitude of the cattle interest in the United 
States,” from which we make the following extracts :— 


“It is impossible,” writes Mr Nimmo, “to state with any degree 
of precision the total number of cattle in the United States at the 
present time. The following table shows the total number for the 
years 1850, 1860, 1870, 1880, and 1884 :—

“Tt is estimated from the best available data that the total number 
of cattle in the range and ranche cattle area outside cf Texas is 
about 7,500,000. The average value of northern range cattle is, 
according to the Department of Agriculture, about $25 per head.

“ From this it would appear that the total value of the cattle of 
Texas, and of the range and ranche cattle area North of Texas, is 
about $340,500,000, which constitutes nearly 28 per cent. of the 
total value of the cattle in the United States. 

“The foregoing data are the best which can be procured upon the 
subject, but they are undoubtedly quite crude. 

“The number of cattle slaughtered and the value of the annual 
cattle product of the country is involved in so much doubt, that it is 
not deemed advisable to attempt to make any estimate upon the 
subject. The annual value of the cattle product of Texas, and of 
the range and ranche cattle area North of Texas, may, however, be 
approximated, According to the best data which can be procured, 
the total number of beef cattle marketed outside of that State, and 
mainly at New Orleans, Chicago, Saint Louis, and Kansas City, was 
about 625,000, realising on the average about $25 per head, or a 
total sum of $15,625,000. 

“The number of northern range cattle marketed at Chicago, 
Saint Louis, and Kansas City, making proper allowance for duplica- 
tion, was about 400,000, and their average value about $40 per head.

“The total value of the exports of cattle and beef products from 
the United States. during the year ended June 30, 1884, was 
$41,080,001. This shows that the value of the cattle Zones of 
Texas and of the northern ramges and ranches was about 75 per 
cent. of the value of the exports of cattle and their products from 
the United States to foreign countries. It appears, however, from 
the best estimate which can be made, that the value of the exports 
of beef from the United States does net constitute more than 6 - 
cent, of the total value of the beef product of the country. The 
fluctuations in the home demand for beef and beef products, there- 
fore, exert a much more potential influence over prices than do the 
changes in the conditions governing the foreign demand. 

“The exportation of beef salted, or otherwise preserved, has con- 
stituted an important branch of the foreign commerce of the United 
States, almost from the time of the organisation of the Government. 
The exportation of canned beef, fresh beef, and of cattle are, how- 
ever, commercial enterprises of comparatively recent date. 

“The exportation of canned beef is chieflya Chicago enterprise, 
It began about the year 1875. Its growth has been mainly a result 
of the opening up of the facilities of direct railroad transportation 
from Texas to Kansas City, Saint Louis, and Chicago, the cattle 
slaughtered for the purpose of canning being chiefly Texas cattle. 
The exports of preserved meats were first noted in the annual 
report of this office on foreign commerce in the year 1864.

BELGIAN FOREIGN TRADE AND COMMERCIAL 
MUSEUMS. 


In the account of the Antwerp Exhibition in last month’s 
Trade Supplement, allusion was made to the facilities to 
traders afforded by the Belgian Government, with the 
view to place Belgian goods on foreign, and especially on 
distant markets. This assistance is rendered in several 
ways, the most important of which may be thus sum- 
marised. First, it is the general policy of Belgium, 
irrespective of party considerations, to promote the trade 
of the country. Customs duties are low in amount, and 
there is reason to think that they are not levied very 
strictly. Railway freights are also low, and every 
endeavour is used to make Antwerp acontinental entrepot. 
In the next place, the Government put forward national 
interests at bond-fide exhibitions of industrial products in 
foreign countries, in which manner Belgian goods are 
made generally known, and orders are obtained. 
To attain these results, a well-constituted Commercial 
Department is maintained at the Foreign Office in Brussels. 
In our Foreign Office the Commercial Department is 
distinct from the Consular, and it does not deal with trade 
questions connected with Africa, China, or Japan. These 
questions are treated politically, and without full know- 
ledge of their practical bearing. Belgian Consuls are 
specially instructed to attend to commercial matters, not 
in a perfunctory manner, but as subjects with which their 
official superiors are really interested. Their services have 
been made use of in the formation of the admirable Com- 
mercial Museum at Brussels, which is under the Foreign 
Office. It consists of several divisions, showing specimens 
of (1) the principal articles of native produce or manu- 
facture in foreign, and especially in distant countries ; 
(2) the chief foreign imports in those countries—in both 
instances full description, with prices and duties is given ; 
(3) different method of packing goods, offering suggestions 
to exporters to these markets; (4) a well-planned library, 
which contains commercial publications of foreign coun- 
tries, and their customs, tariffs, and regulations. This 
institution was founded about 1881; it is situated in the 
business part of Brussels, near the Exchange and Post 
Office ; its first cost was about 17,000/, and it is kept up at 
an annual expenditure of 1,0001. Local commercial 
museums have been established at Antwerp and other 
towns in Belgium, under the control of the local 
Chambers of Commerce, and fitted up with particular 
reference to the trade of the district. In several 
continental countries, Austria, France and Ituly, for 
example, commercial museums have been founded. The 
Indian and Colonial Exhibition of next year might be 
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‘utilised to form the nucleus of one in London, to which 
‘our Foreign Office might add a collection on behalf of our 
| foreign trade. A central Industrial Museum should be 
| established in an accessible position in London, and, if so 
‘wished, duplicate samples might be sent to localities 
‘interested in particular trades. The reference room, and 
a publication containing tariffs, Customs’ regulations, and 
announcements of this nature would be a necessary part 
of the undertaking, in order to make it fully useful and 
a success. 

| Our countrymen and Government are difficult to move in 
matters of this nature, but it is now recognised that a 
certain degree of official aid is of value in regard to 
foreign trade. The extension of German trade, which is 
promoted by museums or collections of goods suitable 
for exportation to foreign countries at central places in 
Germany, is an instance of aid afforded by intelligent 
co-operation between traders and officials. Our Govern- 
ment Departments and Consuls abroad might render much 
more efficient service on behalf of British foreign trade 
than they do at present, and the Royal Commission 
on Trade Depression might find in these questions 
subjects for useful investigation, and might make recom- 
mendations on these matters which would command the 
attention of the Government. In this way they would 
render much greater service to the country than if they 
indulge in unprofitable discussions, and seek to furbish up 
worn out theories,

CommerciaL Retations with Spain.—A further 
Parliamentary paper has been issued on this subject. The 
Spanish Government have sought to excuse their failure to 
fulfil the engagements entered into by the Declaration of 
December 24, 1884, by asserting that the vote of the 
House of Commons on the 30th of April last was not 
complete, and did not amount to an alteration of the 
English sca'e of wine duties. In a memorandum dated the 
25th ultimo, Lord Salisbury shows that the failure of the 
negotiations is owing to the action, or rather inaction, of the 
Spanish Ministers. No useful purpose is served by further 
controversy. It is now for the Spanish Government to 
retrace their steps, and, as a preliminary to negotiation 
on details of tariff on either side, to grant British trade 
most-favoured-nation treatment. This Parliamentary 
paper contains a despatch from Consul Bidwell, of 
Malagar, which affords useful information concerning the 
allowances for tare in the Spanish tariff, and suggestions 
as to the manner of packing merchandise destined for 
Spain. It also contains a despatch from the Acting 
British Minister at Madrid, reporting that the negotia- 
tions between Spain and the United States relative to the 
Spanish West Indies have for the present fallen through. 
The alarm of the British West India colonists lest the 
Spanish Islands should obtain special advantages in the 
United States markets may thus subside.

The declared value of exports, exclusive of diamonds, was 
in 1884 3,935,9417; and in 1883 4,228,830/, being equal to 
a reduction of 7 per cent., or, including diamonds, 2 per 
cent. The value of diamonds passed through the Kimberley 
Registry Office was, in 1884, 2,562,623/, compared with 
2,359,466/ in 1883; in round numbers, therefore, the 
colony exported produce, in 1884, to the value of 
6,500,0001, against imports to the value of 5,250,0001, 
thus showing an apparent balance of trade in favour of 
the colony for the year of 1,250,0007. It must not, how- 
ever, be lost sight of that the annual charge for interest 
upon the external debt of the colony amounts, in round 
numbers, to 1,000,0007; and that this sum must form a 
charge upon the exports of the colony, which has no other 
means of meeting it. To obtain a comparison of figures, 
which would better express the great reduction in the 
mercantile business of the country, which has been so 
severely felt during the past two years, we should take 
the sum of the imports for 1882 (the premier trade year 
of the colony) and compare it with that for the past year, 
thus :—Imports in 1882, 9,372,019/; imports in 1884, 
5,249,000/, showing a reduction equal to 44 per cent. It 
was, however, manifestly impossible for this country, 
whose aggregate remittances could not exceed 7,000,000/ 
per annum, to continue to import at the rate of 9,000,000/, 
in addition to the payment of interest on its external loans, 
without bringing disaster upon all concerned. To all those 
traders, therefore, who prefer sound trade to an inflated 
and unsound one, it must be more satisfactory to find the 
trade of the country running on safer lines, however much 





they may deplore the great falling away in the volume of 
its business. The following tables give the trade of the

TrapE or Tonguin.—The French Government have 
lately pub ished the Customs receipts of their Custom 
Houses at the six localities where they are established in 
Tonquin, namely, at Kaiphong, Hanoi, Nam-Dinh, Quang- 
yen, Tourane, and Quin-hon. Duties levied during the 
first three months of 1885, amounted, on imports, to 
196,745f; and on exports, to 132,249f, making with 
anchorage dues and fines a total of 366,967f, against 
83,974£, in the corresponding period in 1884. One-third 
of the import duty is obtained from cotton yarn, imported 
chiefly from Bombay. Cotton piece goods, medicines, tea, 
and Chinese paper (much of which is burnt in Buddhist 
services) are the other principal imports. The exports 
are silk, various gums and dyes, horns and skins, and rice 
(which is sent to China) ; these exports are chiefly sent to 
Hongkong, a small quantity only goes to Saigon. Trade 
is thus increasing, but, notwithstanding differential duties,

German “ Business Men.”—In a report by Consul 
Mulvany on the trade of Westphalia and the Rhenish 
Provinces for 1883, there are some remarks with regard 
to the German “ man of business ” which are interesting, 
especially at the present time, when Germany is attempt. | 
ing to push vigorously her foreign trade. After some 
remarks on railway freights in Germany, which are now, 
Mr Mulvany says, next to those of America and Belgium, 
perhaps the lowest and best-regulated in the world, 
although in consequence of the great distances from the 


centre of production and manufacture to the seaports, they 
are still too high to admit of competition, on a large scale, 
with England, where the distances to the seaports are so 
short, he goes on to say: “ The commercial and indus- 
trial men of this country—although they have made great 
advances since the ¢risis—are still much wanting in know- 


factories, but especially in the rapid and cheap loading, 
transloading, and unloading of materials in connection 
with railway and inland navigation traffic, where still the 
great bulk of this work, even in the case of raw materials, 
is effected in a primitive manner by manual labour. 
The German man of business—fortunately for England 
—has not yet quite realised his natural position in the 
commercial world. He is as yet only feeling his way in 
the export trade; he is strong in theoretical knowledge ; 
but as compared toe the American and Englishman is 
wanting in initiative, in experience, and practical knowledge. 
But the German is very thorough (“ grundlich ”)—at least 
in theory--has great patience and great powers of steady 
application, lives economically, therefore can afford to bide 
his time; and although slow to take up anything new, 
once convinced that it is of value and within his range, will 
seek to attain it, and if he does not succeed, it will not be 
for want of perseverance and staying power, as proved to 
ali who, with a knowledge of the country, have watched 
the course of commercial events for the last twenty-five 
years, during which, in periods of perhaps unexampled 
depression, so many companies have been kept going by 
shareholders which, in England would have been allowed to 
go to bankruptcy. As a consequence of these qualities, 
the German manufacturers, where they find they cannot 
produce as cheaply as other nations, are endeavouring to 
produce a better articles so as to ensure a market by means 
of quality. This remark has reference especially to steel 
and iron, but also holds good as to some of her textile 
productions. They have great and many difficulties, as 
already indicated,to contend with intheexport trade; there- 
fore the progress in this direction is not and will not for 
some time be rapid ; but there can be no doubt of it, this 
trade is being pushed forward on the basis that the 
general state of trade is so sound that they can afford to 
make sacrifices in order to gain a secure footing in distant 
foreign ports and markets for, at least, the increased 
produce over and above that required for the home 
markets.” With regard to trade generally, Mr Mulvany 
says that many branches of industry have for the last 
eight or ten years been kept going by the reduced railway 
freights and by a moderate amount of protection during 
the last four years, which, with still lower freights such 
as can mainly be obtained by water, would flourish, as 
thereby new markets would be opened-out. As things 
stand at present, there is little or no inclination for new 
industrial speculation or investment of additional capital 
in industry, further than that necessary for the mere 
maintenance of the concerns at work, consequently, the 
natural wealth and powers of production are not being 
developed at anything like a proportion to the capabilities 
of the country. The only sign of revival of enterprise is 
the desire to establish colonies, to promote export trade 
and by the Government to construct canals and improve 
river navigation ; but while there is the strong desire to 
promote this policy, and plans connected therewith, there 
does not appear to be as yet very much inclination on the 
part of private capitalists to take an active part in the 
matter. The general feeling is, however, hopeful and there 
is no doubt that with but a slight increase in demand 
there will be proportionate improvement in prices, which, 


with a continuation of European peace, could easily be 
maintained. p 
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TrapeE IN THE Perstaw Guir.—The report of our 
Consul at Bushire states that the trade in imported goods 
showed no improvement in 1884, and European firms 
operated on a smaller scale, and for very small margins of 
profit. Especially was this the case in copper, sugar, 
yarn, shirtings, &. There was in the summer much 
depression in the piece-goods trade, the demand being very 
small. It is remarkable that trade in chintzes is increas- 
ing in importance. This fact appears to support the 
opinion of the Legation agent at Ispahan as to the 
cause of decrease of importation of indigo there, men- 
tioned in Mr Dickson’s report, dated 31st October, 1884, 
which is to the effect that whereas the peasantry formerly 
wore T’cloths dyed with indigo, they now used fancy 
prints, thus indicating an increase of prosperity amongst 


that class of the population. In the same _ report 
Mr Dickson explains that the large increase in the 
importation of piece goods, &c., in recent years to Ispahan 
is not due to an increase of the trade of Persia generally, 
but to the diversion of the channel for trade from the 
North to the South of Persia, owing to the virtual 
prohibition of the transit of foreign goods through 
Russian territory, and also from the fact that the 
cheapness of freight and general facilities of the sea 
route from Europe to the Persian Gulf have diverted 
goods from the Turkish route to Bushire. Those best 
acquainted with the facts state that Russian goods have 
nearly disappeared from the markets of Shiraz and 
Ispahan. With regard to the important question of 
improving the trade routes, it is stated that, owing to the 
steady friendly pressure brought to bear on the Shah by 
the British Minister, the subject of improving the trade 
routes in South Persia has been at last favourably enter- 
tained and seriously taken up. A cart or caravan road is 
to be opened from Dizful by Khoramabad to connect 
Mohammerah and Teheran. Other schemes, such as 
improving the communication from Bushire to Shiraz by 
opening the Firozabad road to traffic, have been mooted. 
It is not without significance that such ideas are seriously 
discussed by Persian authorities and merchants. 


American Corron Goops ABroap.—The United States 
Consul at Port-au-Prince (Hayti), in a recent report, dealt 
with some points in connection with the American cotton 
goods exported to that country, which have a more than local 
interest. He says :-—‘‘ It is not long since goods imported 
from the United States failed to compare in taste and 
quality with English products, and were sold with great 
difficulty in Haytien trade. But through the efforts of 
American manufacturers many of their articles are not 
only very much esteemed by consumers, but have replaced 
even European fabrics. Should such efforts be continued 
with intelligence and persistence, it is possible to predict 
the time when, because of the facility of transportation 
and the proximity of the two countries, the merchants of 
Hayti will prefer to secure from the United States all the 
cotton cloths needed for their trade. One difficulty, 
however, must be overcome. The cotton cloths of the 
United States, as compared with those of England, are, 
notwithstanding the superiority of their tissue, relatively 
too dear. Cheapness is the thing which is looked for in 
the Haytien market. Here, then, is the only obstucle 
that stands in the way of the complete triumph of 
American dry goods over those of England. Several 
articles, especially various descriptions of denims, 
sell well, although the market for them is to some extent 
limited by their being too costly, but sheetings and shirt- 
ings of American manufacture are not sold in Hayti now. 
There can be no doubt as to the superiority of all such 
manufactures made in the United States. But it appears 
that the long experience which the English manufacturer 
of such goods has gained makes it possible for him to 
deliver them to us at prices which, up to this time, all the 
efforts of the American manufacturer have not enabled 
him to equal. For example, calico, which is worth 2{d in 
England, costs in New York 7c per yard. Printed cotton 
goods have reached a better result. The prints of all kinds 
are greatly valued, and replace advantageously all the 
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English and French manufactures of ordinary character 
of the kind. The percales, being among the very best of 
such articles made in the United States, have had here 
great success. Made with taste, their tissue is good, and 
their designs are in perfect accord with the desires of 
buyers. A very successful preparation gives to these 
articles a large sale in Hayti. Now let us speak of an 
article which has only been found in Haytien markets a 
little while, but which since it has become known has, by 
its quality, its designs, and its sufficiently moderate price, 
secured entire preference over the same manufacture 
coming from England. Reference is made to,the drills. In 
these goods the United States have made something 
entirely new, and have done so perfectly. Although one 
perceives that the number of articles from the United 
States which have replaced in the Haytien markets the 
English productions is still limited, he has only to recollect 
that it is but a short time since American industry and 
skill have attempted to supply the wants of linendrapers 
in this country, to comprehend that the prestige which the 
Manchester trade has enjoyed here for many years past 
will be in real danger when America shall have 
duly considered and essayed to provide for the 
necessities of the linen trade of this country.” 
These remarks are no doubt based to some extent upon 
the Consul’s hope of what may be the case, rather than 
upon any good reason for believing that Manchester 
goods will be driven out of the Hayti market altogether. 
In fact, the admission as to the cheapness of English-made 
calico as compared with American productions seems 
made in a spirit which is not very sanguine. At the 
same time, his report is worth attention, since the 
American competition in cotton goods, which meets us in 
Hayti, is strongly felt in all the West IndiaIslands, in South 
America, and especially in China. But it is peculiar to 
see how this report conflicts in a measure with the reports 
from English sources in China. These very frequently 
inveigh against the bad quality of the cheap shirtings, 
&c., exported from England, and attribute to this the 
the diminution in the British trade in these articles, and 
the growth of the American trade. What would appear 
to be the fact, is that the better class of English goods 
have been deficient in quality, and have been relatively 
dearer than similar American goods. As a consequence 
we have lost ground, but the fault is our own, since, if 
we can undersell in the lower grades, there is no reason 
why we cannot in the higher. And as it is evident that 
our customers are shrewd judges, makers must be 
prepared to give full quality for money or lose the 
trade. The very low quality of the very cheap fabrics is 
not to be disputed, but no exception can be taken to this, 
as they satisfy a demand which could not be met by 
dearer and better goods, and it appears that our keenest 
rivals regret that they cannot in this respect meet us on 
equal terms. 


Tue Java Sucar Crop or 1884-5.—Despite the very 
low prices which have recently ruled for sugar, the pro- 
duction in Java continues to increase. Last season’s crop 
seems to have been the largest raised for many years, 
the total being 374,389 tons, which compares as follows

About half of the Java produce comes to London as a 
market, the remainder, no doubt, going for the most part 
to Holland. Java is one of the most important of the 
producers of cane sugar, and the area af land suitable for 
the cultivation of the sugar-cane, not now under tillage, is 
said to be very large. There are about 100 sugar mills in 
Java at the present time. 





STOCKS or RAW MATERIALS anp C OMMODITIES. 


Tue most important feature this month is a considerable 
increase in the stocks of iron in the warrant stores at 
Glasgow and Middlesbro’, owing to the speculative 
activity in the market, which has caused quite a rush on 
the part of makers to make warrants. The Scotch stock 
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has increased 6,734 tons, and the Middlesbro’ stock! Aug. 31, ,, 
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14,194 tons, making a total increase of 20,928 tons. 
Stocks stand, especially in the North of England, where a 
marked contrast is shown as compared with last year. The 
visible supply of copper exhibits an increase. In other 
directions we find a considerable increase in the stock of 
tea in bond, and also in cocoa and rum. The supplies of 
sugar in first hands have been considerably reduced, and 
the stock of rice is small.
